The annual’ report of the 
Hong. Kong.,/and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation is tradi- 
tionally an expert review of 
the Colony's economic posi- 
tion, The powerful organisn- 
tion—which last year made 
a net profit of $16,792,000— 
is affected by every wind 
that blows jin these parts, 


and its senior representatives | 


can speak with complete au- 
thority on our immediate 
past and future. 

It was therefore heartening 
to hear the Chief Manager, 
Mr, Arthur Morse, speaking 
with such assurance yester- 
day on our stability and 
prosperity, and the expecta- 
tlon that this state of affairs 
is likely to continue, despite 
the unique state of: uncer- 
tainty in world affairs. 

He said emphatically: “T 
do not expect foreign or 
Chinese merchants exper!- 
enced in trading on the China 
coast to pack up in despair. 
The clamorous needs of 
China for imported consum- 
er goods as well as for capital 
goods from tbroad, and the 
over-riding necessity for ex- 
changing exports for imports 
cannot easily be denied.” An 
efficient entrepot had __ its 
yalue enhanced in troubled 
{imes, and the lesson for 
Hong Kone was obvious. 

On purely internal matters 
in the Colony, Mr. Morse in- 
jected a note of tart but 
thoughtful criticism of our 
democratic structure. Volc- 
ing the general hope that the 
proposed Municipal Council 
would not be much longer 
delayed, he.made the im- 
portant -supgestion that a 
larger and more representa: 
tive Legislative Council—of 
which a considerable propor- 
tion of the members -would 
he elected—might be better 
than -‘a-- cumbersome -. munl- 
cipal organisation, This idea 
mieht be well pondered, not 
only by the authorities, but 
by the general public, and 
the, Reform Club as well. 

Mr. Morse considered that 
one of the most striking de- 
velopments of the past year 
was the progress made by 
Britain in her recovery pro- 
gramme, and the steady 
hardening ' of sterling ex- 
change. London had regain- 
ed much of her former pro- 
minence in international 
trade, and as the centre of 
the Sterling Area. In this 
context he made g remark 
which the Home government 
should not overlook, regard- 
{ng the benefits which accrue 
from British investments in 
China, especially their in- 
direct value. 

One may not agree with 
some Home-born  business- 
men’s recent appeal to White- 
antagonising 
the Communists, so as to pre: 
vent the confiscation of 
‘capital goods and equip- 
ment, but it is true 
that the time is ripe for 
London to take more deci- 
sive: action in the’ big cities 
of China to safeguard the in-. 
terests of its nationals. 

. Mr. Morse was also in a 
strong position when he de- 
clared that when the time 
comes ‘for more loans to 
China, steps should be taken 
to ensure that China's earlier: 
creditors should receive a fair 
deal. ._ Even a partial Hquida-

FRED MAJDALANY at the Films 


When the Hollywood chieftains wish 
you to. be in no doubt whatever that 
you ure seeing an extra special epic. 
they nearly always make the mistake 
of Ictting everything go on too long. 

The good but overrated “Best Years 
of Our:Lives” was a case in point. 
The Treasure of Slerra Madre 
(Warner) is another. 

This Is an all-male adventure story 
about three prospectors (a veteran 
and two greenhorns) who spend a 
ycar in the Mexican mountains. dig- 
ging for gold. After surviving many 
dangers and much discomfort fronl- 
cally lose their hard-won treasure 
just os they ac getting it back to 
elvillsation. 

Besides the usual hurly-burly of the 
wide open spaces the film has srony 
and it has a theme—namely, the cor- 
rupting effect the quest for gold can 
have on otherwise reasonable men. 

Unfortunately, the example chosen 
to demonstrate this is a man so un- 
pleasantly corrupted anyway «that 
nothing Js really proved. 

It js obvious from the start that this 
man (played by Humphrey: Bogart) 
would be a pest if’ yeu took him to a 
city-based cow to prospect for milk. 
It js no surprise (and certainly not 
gold's fault) that he wrecks the ex- 
pedition by his meanness, suspicion, 
and aggressive weakness when  con- 


ditions are really hard. So the theme - 


rather goes up the spout and we are 
Ictt with a prolonged study of the 
three men, some occasional tensions, 
dnd some exciting Mexican settings 
and minor characters, 

Besides Mr. Bogart, who is like 
an angry old piece of-shoe leuther 
with hurt eyes, there is the more 
aggrecable young man (Tim Holt) 
who has to. put up with _ him and 
who couldn't be nicer about gold. 

And there Is the old-timer (Wal- 
ter Huston) who ‘knows the ropes, 
holds the group together, and js, 
(rankly, a bit of-a bore about gold. 

He is a vertable siphon of chuckle- 
some whimslcality ~and~ oatmeal ~philo~ 
sophy. (“Gold? Hee-hee. Gold’ll do 
things to a man,‘ ycs sir, hee-hee, 
mah-ty stra-a-ange things, yes sirrce, 
hee-hee. Ah've seen u ma-a-on, hee- 
hee, ornery guy like you'n me, hee- 
hee, yes sirree....”) 

Mr. Huston’ tirelessly uses all the 
dricks and mannerisms which go to 
the making of the screen old” gaffer, 
and the result is a piece of that like- 
able ham that is sometimes confused 
with great acting. . 

I am increasingly astonished at the 
ease With which pretty women are 
captivated by fugitive. murderers who 
break into thelr bedrooms, grab them 
by the throat, and grunt: “One squeak, 
baby, and I'll do you in” |.

Parlophone, Decca and -Columbia people 
turned out for the modest sum of’ 6d, 
catalogues of thelr records. Unhappily, 
my copies were lost in England and so 
far I have been unablo to replace them. 
I recall, however, what a_ veritable 
treasure-house of information they 
wero and what a splendid job had been 
done in thelr compilation: 

Compton Kackenzie, author, play- 
wright, musician and © editor of the 
“Gramophone,” is probably the greatest 
Uving authority of recorded music, and 
I believé I am right in attributing to 
him the Invention of the descriptiun 
“gramophile.” Sdch a -description’ Is 
not intended to be In any way deroga. 
tory, but is a convenlent and apt simile 
t deseribe the gramophone fan 

The gramophone fs something of an 
anachronism in these days,' slice the 
advent of the more elegant and certain- 
lv more rellable radiogram. When 
Edison invented the phonograph some 
many years ago (I am too fallible as 
te memory even to hazard’ a guess) 
selence has progressed apace in this 
connection, ; 

The modern radiogram fs an indls- 
pensable piece of equipment to the true 
gramophile. By Sts agency, reproduc- 
tion of records 1s well-nigh perfect, or 
as near as makes no difference. The 
old days of  stcel-necedies and clock- 
work motors.are gone. 1 still recall, 
however, my carly imitiation as a con- ° 
firmed “gramophite’ by way of an 
H.M.V. portable model and a few as- 
sorted records squeezed out of mv 
then-meagre salary! : 

Ag 1 listen now to the electrically 
recorded discs on a radio gram, the 
vast difference. by comparison, is 
brought forcibly home. It 1s only logical 
too, that records made by ctectrical 
processes should demand ao radiogram- 
to reproduce them at their best. : 

I possess one or two, McCormack and 
Caruso records made in the days when 
H.M.V. used the old acoustic-recording 
process. Under this process, the artiste 
sang into a large funnel-s horn, 
the voice being impressed on the matrix 
by a stylus needle. The effect of this 
technique compared. with the almost 
flawless modern method of electric full- 
frequency recording, is unbelievable. 

The magnificent voice of Caruso in 
the famous “Vesti la Giubbu” from 
“Poegliacclo" sounds as if he is pinching 
his nose hard with his fingers. 

An experiment was made just before 
the War of re-recording some Caruso 
records by electrical-process and supet- 
Imposing a new orchestral accompanl- 
ment. I hope I shall not be thought 


unduly - bitter -if—1--say_ this -latter_in-_ 


splration was particularly a propriate! , 
It may or may not be the fault of the 
old. recording, but tho clarinet, especial- 
ly in the Caruso edition of the Lean- 


-cavallo aria, sounds like nothing on

I don't think the re- 
cording companies will hold me guilty 
of Libel in saying this, since they ‘are 
the first to admit the rapid strides 
made in the technique of recording.

In the third movement, 
there is a superbly effective movement 
for solo oboe, followed by alternating 
pizzicato on strings. and brass and 
No. 4 must be ranked as quite a tour- 
de-force, and well in keeping with the 
high standards of Tchaikovski. 

Bfahms wrote only two pianoforte’ 
concertos, both of which uphold his 
characteristics of classicism and aus- 
terity, coupled with the automatic res- 
pondibitity of matching up the stand- 
ards set by Beethoven.

And maybe oven fewer were aware 
that Earl Baldwin of Bewdley = had 
spent the past year roverning this 
Colony with an urea of 422 square 
miles and a population of 109,000 
coloured people, 

When the Colonial Ofllce ‘investiga- 
fors recently asked 2,000 adult British 
citizens to mention any British Colony 
no one named the Leewards. Only one 
in every two could name a Colony at 


-all, and one in four knew the differ- 


ence between a Dominion and a 


Colony. : ? 
They mentioned all sorts of 
places—Lincolnshire, Wales, Scotland, 
and Northern Ireland—as typical Bri- 
tish Colonies. But Nigeria, with Its 
20,000,000; the Leewards, with 'thelr 
100,000 tolling sugar workers—"Never 
heard of them,” the people sald. 

Until Lord Baldwin talked of “my 
friends the blacks’ 38 per: cent. of 
people actually believed that most of 
people in our Colonics were white. 

They had no idea that the vast 
mojority of the Colonlal Empire's 
62,000,000 population varied in colour 
from the “off white’ Gibraltarian to 
the coal-black -Africun of the Gold 
Coust. ae 

The Colonial OMce confessed to 
being shocked at the ignorance their 
survey revealed, and there were 
“something must be done" con- 
ferences at a Cabinet. level. 

Today the Culonial Office is work- 
ing on an 11-point plan to teach Bri- 
fain about the Empire “over which the 
sun never sects.”

Four puineas Is a sizeable sum— 
particularly when it Is asked for a 
quartet of modest blue-clad volumes 
which, olthough adequately bound and 
prin sould scareely be described as 
nom tpleee of modern book-making.

But it 4s net an excessive price, at 
least dn my opinion, for the extraor- 
dinary privilege of mecting Mr. Wil- 
linn Hickey—with his laced hat over 
his car, his watch stolen and his 
pocket picked, one silver spur torn off 
during a scuffle In a thieves’ kitchen; 
Hicke rake, adventurer and = nabob: 
Hich the repentant bad penny per- 
petual turning up again on his 
father’s London doorstep: Hickey, 
the author, who since his autoblogra- 
phy began to appear in 1913 has taken 
his place among the most fascinating 
memotr-writers of his own or any 
other pertod. 


Incldentally, no reader who {is con- 
cerned with tho history of the rise 
‘and falt of British power in India 
should neglect the side-lights he throws 
on British udmintstration In the time 
of Clive und Warren Hastings when, 
fong before the arrival of the sober liv- 
ing, incorruptible Indian Civil Ser- 
vant, soldiers of fortune, rich specula- 
tors, and extravagant younger sons 
enjoyed a golden hoyday. 

Theso sidcelights he throws in spite 
of himscif: for Hickey was by dis- 
position neither a reformer nor a 
morallst, but the scapegrace offspring 
of a rich and worthy family who at 
a very early age had: cut through 
parental apron-strings and had _ plung- 
ed head over heels Into the joys of 
London low Ufe. 

He ‘oved wine, beautiful women, 
erlcket, and tennis, and rowing on 
the Thumes, exquisite food, and fine 
clothes—tha last with so immociecrate 
a passion that he once brought home 
with him from Bengal no fewer than 
twenty scarlet, gold-laced coats, 


He wag brave and dissipated: he 
was also dishonest, and on several oc- 
casions appropriated large sums of 
money belongim to his father, who, 
because he too. had been a rake fn his 


youth, after gronning nnd protesting, ‘ 


generally forgave his son but, when 
his behaviour grew utterly intolerable, 
would ship him to the Far Ea : 

Such were his early yea and, 
though the Memolrs of Willlam Hickey 
(which start. with hls birth In 1749, 
and cover a period of almost half a 
century) remain remarkably readable 
50 long as the writer, then un elderly 
man living at Beaconsfleld, continued 
to compile his record, the earller sec- 
tions of tha autoblography are much 
the best and liveliest. They . glitter 
with animation and glow with bril- 
liant colours, 

For a young man who had = money 
to bum, and suffictent vitality to slit 
up all night drinking, and spend the 
next play! ericket or tennis In the, 
pleasant flelds near Battersea, London, 
in the relgn of Georgo HII, must have 
been a Paradiseo—a somewhat Mahom- 
medon Paradise, one must admit, es- 
pecially round Covent Garden, where 
Hickey, an {ndefatigable lover, war 
entertained by ao Jenthy succession of 
dazzling female favourites .... 

As a self-portait, {ft is truce, Hickey's 
memoirs do not compare with the 
works of Pepys and Boswell. He had 
none of thelr gift of looking deep be- 
neath the surface: hoe took compara- 
tlvely Ilttle Interest In the mysteries 
of human character; but his deserip- 
tion of the surface of Ife, as he knew 
it, has rarely been improved on. 

Tho prica of the present — reprint 
may put St beyond ths reach of hard- 
up modern readers: But this uncon- 
ventional English classic (which, fn 
nddition to {ts historical - importance, 
hos the gusto and excitement of half 
a dozen  clonk-and-sword romances) 
should certainly bo acquired by every 
well-run public Mbrary.

Doctors may soon be able to diagnose 
and prevent disease with a revolution- 
ary machine now being developed. 

Experiments are being carried out 
by a group of medical men, physicists, 
radar ahd electronic experts, who have 
formed tho Psycho-somatic Associne 
tion, with the object of - developing 
this new technique, 

Thelr work is based on the fact 
that all living tlssuc—~plant, animal or 
human—hns aon oalcctro-mnognetic field, 
continually radiating electric: waves. 

It has now been discovered that 
these fields vary In sickness and 
health, and can, in fact, be altered by 
the thoughts of individuals, 


Quick Diagnosis 


By tuning in to these waves with 
a specially built machine designed on 
a principle similar to that of the war 
time radar detector, {t may be possi- 
ble to discover within a few seconds 
whether a person Is physically or men- 
tally sick. , 

In-his tiny Kensington, London, of- 
fice, the chairman of the group, a 
doctor of physics, told mo: “We: start- 
ed to build a detector using a television 
cathode tube. This failed, and we had 
to continue experimenting with other . 
methods. 

“Puro rock crystal is tha most sen- 
sitive medium for picking up these 
waves, but we had to test many varie 
ties before we found the right one. 

“Evontually, after months of hard 
work, we succeeded in selecting the 


‘waves and amplifying them 11,000,000 


times on an oscilloscope. 

“Tho waves are so tiny that without 
this tremendous omplification they 
would not have been visible on tho 
screen of the oscilloscope. 


Had To Sell Car 


“Although our experiments are ox 
yet in thelr carly stages, tho possibill- 
ties are terrific, We may be able to tune 
in to any wave from-any living tissue. 

“The detector could act as a second 
opinion for a doctor in diagnosing al- 
most all known discases. It could be 
put to all manner of medicai, scieptl- 
fie_and commercial uses.” -

Once the basic conditions fo1 
success In geeruiting are estublish« 
ed, the Servives should organise 
betler window displays for the 
public, The recent cruises huve 
brought healthy publicity to ,the 
Navy, to the envy of the sister 
Services. By comparison, much 
at the Royal Alr Force publicity 
ls centred on “crashes, and that 
of the Army on courts. martial. 

When a proper flow of Regular 
recrults and re-engagements has 
been achieved, attention must be 
turned to National Service and to 
the Territorial Army, though of 
course all three portions of the 
Services are {ntegrally connected. 

Great damnge Is being done, not 
only to the Forces, but to the 
whole natlon, by the delayed and 
Uncertain ‘call-up of :_ National 
Servicemen.

has been accepted by a: Labour 
Government... Selective Service 
may well be the answer: Ameri- 
can experience shows that It Is 
likely to help voluntary ,recruit- 
ment considerably both for the 
Regular Army and for the. Tepri- 
torlal Forces, which in existing 
circumstances are also esscntlal to 
our defensive plan, particularly 
for protection against air attack.
